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MARKET  REVIEW 


Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in  1971  continue  to  compare 
well  with  early  1970  when  record  quantities  were  distributed.  Preliminary 
reports  indicate  that  distribution  through  April  17  totaled  2,885,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  3,007,000  tons  during  the  same  period 
last  year.  Inclusion  of  constructive  deliveries!/  of  162,000  tons  at 
year-end  1970  compared  with  40,000  tons  at  the  end  of  1969  would  bring 
total  physical  deliveries  in  1971  to  3,047,000  tons  or  about  the  same 
quantity  that  wasdistributed  during  the  comparable  period  of  1970. Report- 
ed deliveries  during  March  1971  were  the  highest  for  any  March  since  1941. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
March  27,  1971  totaled  2,675,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.  This  was  about  152,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of 
February  and  86,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  March  last  year.  Beet 
processors'  stocks  of  1,501,000  tons  were  down  206,000  tons  from  a  month 
earlier  and  52,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  March  1970.  Cane  sugar 
refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  766,000  tons 
up  95,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  but  down  29,000  tons  from  a  year 
earl ier . 

Reported  deliveries  of  sugar  by  states  of  destination  during  January 
and  February  of  1971  were  about  11  percent  below  those  of  January  and 
February  1970.  Decreases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geographic  regions. 
Deliveries  in  the  West  declined  the  most,  24.4  percent  followed  by  the 
North  Central  region  which  was  down  16.2  percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  6.7 
percent,  New  England  4.0  percent  and  the  South  2.4  percent.  Constructive 
deliveries  were  quite  heavy  in  the  West  and  North  Central  regions,  hence 
the  large  reduction  in  reported  deliveries. 

Individually,  14  states  had  larger  deliveries  of  sugar  during  the 
first  two  months  of  1971,  as  compared  with  those  months  of  1970;  four 
states  received  about  the  same  quantities  and  32  received  less.  Florida 
had  the  largest  increase,  88,000  hundredweight  followed  by  Maryland  up 
27,000  hundredweight  and  Alabama  and  Georgia  each  of  which  had  increases 
of  18,000  hundredweight.  Of  those  states  where  reported  deliveries  were 
less  in  the  first  two  months  of  1971,  five  had  declines  of  more  than 
200,000  hundredweight.  They  were  Illinois  down  823,000  hundredweight,

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California  down  675,000,  Michigan  down  272,000,  New  York  down  268,000  and 
Indiana  down  123,000  hundredweight. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  .  April  10,  1971  totaled 
187,620  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  243,400  tons  produced  through 
April  11  last  year. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  April  11,1971  amounted 
to  175,040  tons  96°  basis,  compared  with  305,910  tons  produced  through  the 
same  week  of  April  last  year.    The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  in  1971 
has  averaged  7.603  percent  compared  with  8.003  percent  through  April  12, 
1970. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid,  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  8.37 
cents  per  pound  in  March,  down  from  8.44  cents  'in  February  and  up  from 
7.90  cents  in  March  of  last  year.    During  March  the  New  York  quotation 
continued  the  weakening  trend  which  began  on  Feb.  25,  when  it  declined 
from  8.45  cents  to  8.43  cents  per  pound.    On  March  3  the    quotation  de- 
clined to  8.40  cents,  on  March  18  to  8.35  cents  and  on  March  23  to  8.30 
cents  per  pound.    On  April  2,  there  occurred  a  further  decline  of  .05 
cent  to  8.25  cents  but  on  April  16  the  quotation  strengthened ,ri si ng  to 
8.30  cents.    For  the  period  April  1-23,  the  quotation  averaged  8.28 
cents  compared  with  7.90  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack- 
100-pound  paper  bags--  and  in  bulk  in  the  several  geographic  regions  have 
remained  relatively  steady  since  March  1.  Announced  increases  in  the 
quotations  for  most  of  the  regions  which  were  to  take  effect  March  1  did 
not  become  fully  effective  in  the  Northeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago  -  West 

regions.  In  the  Northeast,  sellers  had  announced  they  would  consider 
orders  for  delivery  of  industrial  sugars  through  April  30  at  .10  cent 
per  pound  below  the  list  price  of  12.50  cents.  Later  these  terms  were 
revised,  extending  the  delivery  period  through  June  30,  1971. 

In  the  Gulf  region,  sellers  have  indicated  they  will  entertain 
orders  for  100-pound  bags  of  sugar  through  April  30  at  .20  cent  per  pound 
below  the  list  price  of  11.70  cents  and  in  the  Chicago-west  area  some 
sugar  is  available  in  the  basis  pack,  on  a  day-to-day  basis  at  11.60 
cents  per  pound,  or  .30  cent  below  the  list  price  of  11.90  cents.  One 
cane  sugar  refiner  in  this  region  announced  on  March  24  that  effective 
April  1  the  list  price  for  liquid  sugars  would  be  increased  .20  cent  per 
pound  to  11.80  cents  f.o.b.  Other  interested  sellers  have  followed  with 
announcements  reflecting  similar  prices  and  terms. 
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Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 
wholesale  in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions.  Significant  vari- 
ations of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
areas  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

The  U.  S.  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  averaged  13.46cents  per  pound  during  March  compared  with  13.44 
cents  in  February  and  12.70  cents  in  March  of  last  year. 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  spot  quotation  for  World 
bulk  sugar,  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including 
Brazil  (No.  11  Contract)  averaged  4.71  cents  per  pound  in  March,  down 
from  4.83  cents  in  February.  Comparable  figures  for  March  of  last  year 
are  not  available  since  this  Contract  was  initiated  in  May  of  1970. How- 
ever, the  March  1970  spot  quotation  for  bagged  sugar  was  3.44  cents  per 
pound.    The  premium  for  bagged  sugar  approximates  .07  cents  per  pound. 

The  World  sugar  price  continued  strong  in  early  March  rising  to 
5.08  cents  per  pound  on  March  10.  This  prompted  the  International 
Sugar  Organization  to  take  several  actions  in  an  effort  to  stabilize 
prices.  On  March  11  they  reallocated  a  shortfall  of  150,000  tons  of 
sugar  stemming  from  a  deficit  in  Poland's  quota.  On  March  16  they 
announced  that  if  the  prevailing  price  for  sugar  remained  above  4.75 
cents  per  pound  by  March  21,  1971,  no  action  would  be  taken  to  alter 
the  provision  of  the  Agreement  which  provides  for  the  release  and 
prompt  offering  for  sale  and  shipment  of  50  percent  of  the  total  sugar 
held  at  that  time  as  minimum  stocks  under  Article  53  of  the  Agreement 
when  the  prevailing  price  exceeds  4.75  cents.  The  World  sugar  price 
(New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  broke  on  March  15,  falling  to  4.60 
cents  per  pound.  The  weakness  in  the  price  continued  and  by  March  22  it 
had  declined  to  4.35  cents.  The  ISA  daily  price  followed  a  similar 
trend.  Meanwhile,  on  March  19,  the  ISO  noted  that  the  price  had  de- 
clined below  4.75  cents  per  pound  and  accordingly  that  the  release  of 
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stocks  would  not  occur.  On  the  same  day  they  announced  allocations  of 
27,000  tons  from  the  Special  Hardship  Fund,  17,000  tons  to  the  Dominican 
Republic  and  10,000  tons  to  Thailand.  On  March  26  the  ISO  announced 
that  it  had  raised  the  quotas  in  effect  of  the  Dominican  Republic  and 
Thailand  by  60,000  and  35,000  tons,  respectively,  subject  to  certain 
undertakings . 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  full  session  of  the  International  Sugar 
Council  on  March  26  it  was  announced  that  during  the  session  the  Council 
adopted  a  revised  estimate  of  the  net  import  requirements  for  the  free 
market  for  1971  of  a  total  of  8,952,000  tons  (compared  with  an  estimate 
of  8,864,000  tons  made  in  November  1970.) 

On  March  24,  the  price  began  a  strengthening  trend,  and  by  March  29 
had  risen  to  4.68  cents  per  pound.  During  the  period  April  1-23  the 
World  quotation  has  ranged  between  4*58  cents  and  4.75  cents  per  pound 
and  on  April  23  was  4.58  cents , averaging  4.65  cents  per  pound  for  the 
April  1-23  period. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports  (No.  8  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange) 
averaged  4.78  cents  per  pound  in  March  down  from  4.90  cents  in  February 
but  up  from  3.44  cents  in  March  of  last  year.  The  difference  in  the 
bagged  and  bulk  sugar  quotations,  which  primarily  represents  the  costs 
of  bags  and  bagging,  has  ranged  from  .10  cent  in  May  1970,  when  the  No. 
11  Contract  was  initiated,  to  .06  cent  in  July  and  August.  In  January 
1971,  the  World  bulk  sugar  price  quotation  averaged  .09  cent  per  pound 
below  that  for  World  bagged  sugar  while  in  February  and  March  it  has 
averaged  .07  cent  less.

Announced  that  requests  for  increases  in  propor- 
tionate shares  (farm  acreage  allotments)  for 
sugarcane  farms  in  Florida  must  be  filed  by  May 
1  instead  of  June  30.  The  increases  in  shares 
for  old-producer  farms  will  be  made  from  propor- 
tionate share  acreage  underpl anted  in  the  State.

Announced  a  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable 
prices  for  the  1970-71  crop  of  Puerto  Rican  sugar- 
cane.   The  determination  continues  the  provisions 
of  the  prior  determination  except  that  in  deter- 
mining the  f.o.b.  mill  price  of  sugar  on  which 
payments  to  producers  are  based,  processors  may 
deduct  the  actual  costs  of  selected  items  of  sell- 
ing and  delivery  expenses  that  have  been  covered 
by  a  blanket  allowance  of  seven  cents  per  hundred- 
weight of  sugar.    The  change  is  not  expected  to 
alter  the  rate  at  which  producers  and  processors 
share  in  the  returns  from  sugar  and  molasses .  (See 
April  6,  1971  Federal  Register) 

Announced  that  a  public  hearing  will  be  held 
April  23,  1971,  on  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for 
the  1971  crop  of  Hawaiian  sugarcane. 

The  hearing  will  be  in  the  Council  Room  of  the 
Hawaii  County  Building,  25  Aupuni  Street,  H.41o, 
Hawaii,  beginning  at  9:00  a.m. 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  provides  as  one 
of  the  conditions  for  payment  that  producers  who 
process  sugarcane  grown  by  other  producers  must 
pay  for  it  --  under  either  purchase  or  toll  agree- 
ments --  at  rates  not  less  than  those  determined 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  be  fair  and 
reasonable.

1.  March  1971  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.S.  consumption 
1,008,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  301,000  tons 
from  February  1971  and  up  80,000  tons  from  March  1970.  January- 
March  1971  deliveries  2,434,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  down  93,000 
tons  from  January-March  1970.  Final  data  for  February  1971  deliv- 
eries 706,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  prelim- 
inary as  711  ,000  tons . 


2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  March  27,  1971  were  2,675,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  86,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
down  152,000  tons  from  February  1971.
